previous games, they suffered a

formed from a bunch of fighting, 
clawing tigers into a compara- 
tively docile litter of ‘house pets.” 

A large percentage of HElba’s 
citizenry treked to Enterprise to 
fee Blba's vaunted invincible 'Ti- 
fers get revenge for the many 
past defeats our football and base- 
Lall teams have suffered at the 
hands of Wnterprise athletes dur- 
ing past years. We just knew we 
had the necessary sinews of war 
this time, and revenge would be 
sweet, 

But Enterprise has a coach by 
the name of Taylor who admitted 
that Elba had superior football 
material to what he possessed, 
Lut he had heard that brawn does 
not always triumph over brain, so 
he set about trying to do some- 
thing to stop Elba’s cocky and 
onrushing Tigers. He decided, af- 
ter making a close study of Tiger 
strategy and technique, that a 
five-man line might do the trick 
and it did, and how! It made our 
Tigers look like a ship without a 


rudder and instead of showing 
their supposed superiority over 
the underated Cats, they were 


outplayed in nearly every depart- 
ment of the game, 

A strong west wind swept the 
field and Coach Radford and his 
stalwarts showed that they were 
no sailors, for they failed to take 
any advantage of the air currents, 
but allowed the wind to be a han- 
dicap at every point.

Wo county fair nor bazaar in 
recent years has surpassed the 
Gisplay of hand work made by 
the women of the Home Makers’ 
Clubs of Coffee County at their

Bedspreads led all other arti- 
cles in number, beauty and varie- 
ty of design, There were 22, tuft- 
ed, crocheted, fringed and em- 
broidered spreads. Most of them 
were of osnaburg feed and pgua- 
no sacks, some of unbleached 
muslin and similar materials, 
practically all at the small cost 
of the thread, 

The tufted workmanship was 
repeated in housecoats, bathrobes, 
hed jackets and lounging robes, 
dyed in pastel and darker shades. 

The patchwork quilts were nu- 
merous and splashed the gray 
walls of the armory with color. 
There were flower garden, dres- 
den plate, tulip, star; diamond 
end other favorite patterns, 

Hooked rugs of woolen and cot- 
ton rags were unbelievably beau- 
tiful from such materials, 

Household linens were of infi- 
nite variety, curtains, pillowcases, 
berakfast sets, dresser sets, tap- 
estries, shoe and laundry bags. 
Other home made articles includ- 
ed radio, magazine and sewing ta- 
bles, whatnots, pictures, novel 
flower containers, ash trays, etc.

Ephesians 5:2 I Thessalonians 5:16-18, 
GOLDEN TEX'T—Pray without ceas- 
ing. In every thing give thanks.—I Thes- 


Salonians 5:17, 18. 

Being one with Christ, the Chris- 
tian finds prayer to be as natural as 
breathing. As he walks with the 
Master he talks with Him, praises 
Him, thanks Him, makes his peti- 
tions and his needs known to Him, 
We feel, however, like Christ's dis- 
ciples who asked Him to teach them 
to pray (Luke 11:1), 

I. Instruction in Prayer 

Approaching the subject from the 
negative viewpoint, Jesus told them 

1, How Not to Pray (Matt. 6:5, 7). 
Prayer, which is the highest privi- 
lege of the Christian, is beset by 
some deadly dangers, 

a. No hypocritical performance 
(Vv. Some who wished to be 
seen in prayer managed to be in a 
conspicuous place at the Jewish 
hours of prayer (nine, twelve, and 
three o'clock), There, before a 
crowd, they put on a prayer ‘‘show” 
for the benefit of the onlooking audi- 
ence, Such a prayer is designed for 
the ears of men and never reaches 
God. 

b. No vain repetition (v. 7). We 
do not need to repeat our petitions. 
God knows our need (vy, 8). When 
repetition is the outpouring of an 
earnest and urgent heart it means 
much, but that is different from 
just repeating phrases. 

2, How to Pray (Matt. 6:6, 8, 14, 
15; Eph. 5:20; I Thess. 5:16-18). 
Public prayer is sometimes both 
necessary and proper, but usually 
our prayer should be 

a. In secret (v. 6). When we 
pray we should be free from dir 
tracting influences or personalities. 
We are talking to God and should 
five’ ourselves entirely over to 
communion with Him, 

b. In faith (vv. 6, 8). God knows 
what we need even though He Aaits 
to be inquired of concerning it. He 
will answer prayer so as to honor 
His name in our lives and in our 
testimony before others. 

c. With forgiveness (vy. 14, 15). 
No one who comes before God with 
an unforgiving spirit toward his 
brother is ready to ask God for the 
forgiveness which he himself so 
greatly needs. 

d. With thanksgiving (Eph. 5:20). 
To give thanks is altogether fitting 
as we come to God in prayer. Note 
that we are to be thankful “‘always” 
and “for all things,’’ not just when 
some special blessing or favor has 
come to us, 

e. Without ceasing (I Thess. 5:16- 
18). Union with Christ enables us 
to pray without ceasing, even as He 
ever prays for us. This does not 
call for the constant utterance of 
words, but the moment by moment 
prayer of a heart and life lifted to 
Him. With such praying comes con- 
Stant rejoicing (v. 16). 

Il. A Model of Prayer (Matt. 6:9- 
13). 

The prayer which our Lord taught 
His disciples was intended to be a 
model rather than a form of prayer. 
We may repeat it, however, if we 
put into it the prayer of our hearts. 

1. God and His Glory (vy. 9, 10). 

Recognizing Him as our Father 
to whom we may and must come 
for all things, we in all humility 
ascribe all honor to Him. Then we 
pray that His kingdom may come, 
not only in the future (and we look 
forward to it!), but now, in our own 
hearts. The true believer wants the 
will of God done in his own life and 
throughout the earth, even as it is 
perfectly done in heaven. 

This prayer begins at the proper 
point. A right relationship with God 
brings true blessing on earth. The 
one who prays is now ready to pre- 
sent to God - 

2. Man and His Needs (vv. 11-13). 

Daily bread is mentioned first, 
for without it life could not continue. 
This is the constant need of man, 
and his great struggle. God is able 
for that problem, and only He is 
able. Unless He gives ‘‘seed to the 
sower and bread to the eater’’ (Isa. 
55:10) we are gone. 

But man has even greater spiritu- 
al needs. Sin needs forgiveness, 
weakness needs strength, the power 
of the enemy of our souls calls for 
deliverance. Again God is able and 
ready to hear man’s prayer. 

One of the sad things about the 
study of prayer is that we are all 
so ready to talk about it, discuss 
it, even preach about it, and then 
do so little praying. Knowing how 
to pray, and admiring a model of 
prayer, will profit us nothing, un- 
less we pray.

An urgent appeal: to farmers 
cf Coffee County to market their 
scrap iron as part of a national 
scrap iron collection campaign

M. F. McCollough, Chairman of 
the Coffee County USDA Defense 
Board. 

Mr. McCollough announced that 
Secretary of Agriculture Wickard 
has called upon American farm- 
ers to cooperate in the national 
campaign now under way to help 
provide necessary iron and steel 
supplies for the Defense Program. 
Information received by the De- 
fense Board emphasizes that 
America needs all the scrap iron 
and steel it is possible to get to 
help meet shortages of these met- 
als in the production of defense 
materials. Scrap is essential in 
the making of steel. Also, steel 
is needed for the manufacture of 
of farm machinery and farmers 
who dispose of their scrap iron 
now will be helping make it pos- 
sible for more farm machinery to 
be produced in 1942, 
letter to the 
USDA Defense Board, Secretary 
Wickard said: 

“The OPM has been putting on 
a drive to increase the flow of 
scrap metal from the cities. They 
have requested the aid of the De-

Farmers are being asked to 
market their scrap iron at current 
prices which are those that have 
been set by the Office of ‘Price 
Administration. However, these 
prices are moderate and farmers

Where machinery is be- 
ing kept for spare parts, it is 
suggested that the parts be taken 
off the machines and stored and 
remainder of the metal sold for 
scrap.

Diversion of steel to defense 
needs has made it necessary to 
restrict civilian use of metal. Pri- 
crities officials, however, realize 
the importance of milk in the 
Food-for Freedom campaign, and 
have granted a preference rating 
to manufacturers of hot-dip tin- 
ned and tin-plate dairy equip- 
ment, 

Only enough steel will be allo- 
cated to produce the 1,340,000 
milk cans needed for normal re- 
placements and to handle the ad- 
ditional eight billion pounds of 
nilk called for in the Secretary 
of Agriculture's national agricul- 
tural production goals for 1942.

Five Coffee Women Have 
Canned 2,145 Quarts Food 


Five Coffee County housewives 
have canned a total of 2,145 
quarts of food during the summer 


months which they value at 
$698.50. One hundred and sixty 


visitors have called at their homes 
to view the products, 

This five, Miss Rachel Brunson 
of Cool Springs, Miss Ethel Helms 
of Pine Level, Mrs. Dan Dubose 
ot Eanon, Mrs. Roscoe Snellgrove 
of New Brockton, Rt, 1, and Mrs. 
M. M. Newsome of Perdue, served 
as pantry store demonstrators for 
the women’s home demonstration 
clubs. They lived in widely sep- 
arated districts, so that one might 


be within easy access of every 
fémily for individual and more 
especially group visitation. 

Miss Rachel Brunson has con- 


cluded her second year as a pan- 
try stores demonstrator, In ad- 
dition to the 45 neighbors who 
went to her home, approximately 
1,000 persons viewed her individ- 
ual farm exhibit at the county 
fair, labeled ‘Live at Home.” The 
fair exhibit included all products 
of the farm, with preserved food 
predominating, and took the first 
prize of $20.00. 

Her products were exhibited in 
her home during the month of 
October. She canned 625 quarts 
in 66 different ways. For exam- 
ple, corn on the cob and creamed 
corn, Her collection, valued at 
$181.75, included corn, butter- 
beans, okra, squash, grapes, mus- 
cedine, scuppernong, peaches, 
cabbage, kraut, blackberries, to- 
rmiatoes, huckleberries, dewberries, 
pumpkins, turnips, beets, tomato 
juice, grape juice, muscadine 
juice, English peas, snap beans, 
vegetablesoup, carrots, blackber- 
ry juice, apples, beef, pork, pig 
feet, chicken, sausage, peas, sal- 
a7 pears, collards, pecans, pickles 
ir. peach, cucumber, mixed, cab- 
bage, tomato catsup, pear relish, 
mustard pickle, pickled pepper, 
pear pickle, pear mince meat and 
pepper sauce; sweets, crystalized 
Ciivon, fig preserves, peach, pear 


and watermelon preserves, pear 
marmalade, pear, peach, musca- 
dine, scuppernong, grape, May 
kaw, blackberry, sloe and plum 
jelly; grape, scuppernong and 
muscadine nectar, 


There were four in Miss Brun- 
£on’s family the first year, and 
three this year, a brother having 
been inducted into army service.

Helms’ stores which included 
Squash, okra, string beans, toma- 
toes, peas, English peas, bell pep- 
pers, tomato juice, grape juice, 
peanut butter, blackberries, pears, 
peaches, pork, pork broth, chow- 
chow, cucumber, peach and pear 
pickle, fig preserves, pear pre- 
Serves and various kinds of jel- 
lies. She plans to can a beef this 
winter. 


Mrs. Dan Dubose is in her sec- 
ond year as a pantry demonstra- 
tor, She has had 17 visitors to 
her pantry. She canned 260 quarts 
end 38 different products, valued 
at $91.00. They were tomatoes,

COTTON MARKETING QUOTAS 
ANNOUNCED FOR NEXT YEAR 


National cotton marketing quo- 
tas for the marketing year begin- 
ning August 1, 1942, are an- 
nounced by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Claude R. Wickard, and Sat- 
urday, December 13, 1941 has 
been set for the referendum. The 
1942 national acreage allotment 
will be approximately 27,400,000 
acres, or about the same as last 
year. Farmers who plant within 
their acreage allotments may 
niarket all the cotton grown on 
these acres. 

The 1942 quotas will not be- 
come effective unless approved by 
two-thirds of the eligible produc- 
ers who vote in the referendum 
on December 13. If approval is 
given this will be the fifth year 
quotas have been used by cotton 
growers. 

“Cotton is one of the surplus 
crops for which no acreage in- 
crease is asked in 1942 under the 
Farm Defense Program. Faced 
by restricted world markets, we 
have on hand a supply of about 
twice the size of recent crops. 

“The quota measure,” the Sec- 
retary said, “has proved itself es- 
sential protection to cotton grow- 
ers against the tremendous sur- 
plus. In times like these when 
we need all our national strength, 
economic as well as productive, 
quotas as part of the National 
Farm Program take on added im- 
portance, 

“Approval of quotas to help ad- 
just the surplus will make possi- 
ble continued use of loans, and 
we know from experience this 
year that loans work hand in hand 
with quotas to protect cotton 
income.” 

Under provisions of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act of 1938 
as amended, loans are prohibited 
in years when quotas are reject- 
ed by producers. 

Regardless of whether quotas 
are approved by cotton producers, 
the conservation phases of the 
AAA program will remain the 
seme,
